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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments advanced are not persuasive. 

Applicants disagree with the examiner's logic that the combined teaching of the references would results in similar output, i.e. oligomers 
having methyl, ethyl, and propyl side groups because "if we follow this line of analysis, there will be no surprising result at all forever 
because any results . . . would be inherent as long as there is a combination or any motive to combine." The examiner disagrees with the 
applicants' logic that surprising results would be forever barred so long as there is a combination of references which read upon the 
claimed invention. For a combination of references to be used in the obviousness rejection, the examiner must provide a motive. Here, 
the motivation for combining the references was that hydrating the feedstock in EP '310 process would result in improved yields and 
prolonged catalyst life as taught by WO '020 reference. Furthermore, both references are art analogous. Also, applicants have not shown 
that the combination is not obvious in view of the examiner's motivation. Therefore, the combined references lead to the claimed method 
and would have led to the claimed results, i.e., oligomers having methyl, ethyl, and propyl branches. 

Applicants argue that the present invention produces a mixture of oligomers having methyl, ethyl, and propyl branches whereas EP '310 
clearly teaches product oligomers are olefins not having any side groups other than methyl. This is not persuasive because as discussed 
above EP '310 was combined with WO '020 reference. As set forth above, it would have been expected that the combined teachings 
would have yielded results as claimed in the present invention. 
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
